— The directors of the 
Kcutiu'ky Association, iindcrstandiiij; it to lx* the 
intention of the Kentnek.v St«ite Uueing Commission 
to re-invest the racing organizations with the right 
to appoint racing officials for tlxeir meetings, siib- 
je<-t to the approval of the c*oniiuission, will meet 
tomorrow to determine the selections, also to decide 
the amount of money to Ixe given in purses and out- 
line the pnxgrain f<ir the twelve days of racing to 
Itegin here April 27. 

It is expected ('aptain Tom Clay will be namexl 
for presiding judge hen? and Messrs. (J. D. Wilwxn, 
John T. Ireland and John H. Wallace will be his 
assistants in the stand. It has already l»een de- 
cided that judge William H. Shelley will Ixe racing 
seiTeUxry and haiuiicapiM^r ns usual. Shelley arrived 
this morning fn>m Fxxuisville and will remain until 
the close of the racing. 

Probabilities are that the purses will be ii 
creased somewhat over the offering of last year. 

Sx'cretary Sam Nuckols of the Kentucky State 
I{ac:ng Commission wa.s at the courrv* this morning 
distributing licxuiso blanks, u[>on which trainers aiul 
j<M*keys wilt make applications for license. lie 
instructed them to have their applications in laxt 
later than April 20, the day uihui which the com 
mission will meet. 

A mile in by T. Hayes* Derby candidate 

Kinney, was most talked ulxout by railbirds this 
morning. Hank O’Day from Joe Hawkins’ stable, 
workwl thre«- -quarters in 1:20. A number of 
gfKHl judges have picked this four-year-old to win 
tlie Camden Handicap. Chalmers, one of Hank’s 
stable mates, returned five-eighths in 1:02%. 
West.v Hogan ran a half in .11 for John Whitlow 
and T. C'. McDowell’s America, one of those most 
favored for the Dreeders’ Futurity, worked 
quarter in 23%.

IMPORTED HORSES HELD FOR DUTY. 

New York, .\pril .5. — Growing out of the im]>orta- 
tlon of five English rats* horses that arrivetl here 
last week on Ixiard the steamship Minnehaha 
question of imiM»rtance to horsemen has arisen in 
relation to the payment of tliity on registen*d ani 
mills consigned to a citizen of the United States 
blit not actually tnvneil by him. The law permits 
registered stallions and mares to come in free wh**n 
the ‘‘importer” is a citizen of this <*oiintry, and the 
question ns to who is an importer within the mean 
iiig of the law involves alKUit $2.‘200 in this case. 

By arrangement made Ixetween F. C. Benson, of 
IxMidon, mid S. L. Frank, of New York, Mr. Ben 
son Hhipi>4‘d to Mr. Frank the well-known ra<-e horse 
The Battler, by (’lonmell. out of Ithoda B. (dam of 
Rirhard Crokor’s l>«*rby winner. Orby), and four 
«*ther thorouglibrods to be sold hen* for racing or 
l»n*edirig. Mr. Frank did not purchasi* the lu»rsc 
outright, but agn*ed to sell tliem and share the pro 
<*e<*ds w’ith the English owner. 

When the animals arrived the customs niithoritu' 
demanded payment of duty, on the ground that Mr. 
Frank was not the ‘‘imiH»rter,” but merely the agent 
of the British owner. Kronfeld. Saunders & t'o. 
cuHtoni house brokers, advised him not to pay it, and 
the case will go t«> the treasury department for dc 
cision. If the ruling there is against Mr. Frank, he 
will, he says, carry it to the courts, his lawyers, 
House, Grosman & Vorhaus, having advised him to 
do so. The brokers say that in all their experience 
they never had such u case as this one. There is 
no dispute as to the fact, but there is a big 
difference of opinion as to the law, due solely to 
the fact that Mr. Frank is not the owner of the 
horses. It is admitted by tl.c customs authorities 
that if he had bought the animals from Mr. Benson 
they could come in duty free, and it is conceded on 
the other hand that if Mr. Benson himself had 
brought them over he would have had to pa.v the 
duty, just ns Sir ('lifford Sifton had to pay on all 
the Canadian siiow horses be sold by auction at 
Van Tassell & Kearney’s last year. 

The Battler ami the others i-onsigned to Mr. 
Frank are now in the custody of the government, 
where they will remain until the question at issue 
is finally decided on bond given to cover the amount 
of the duty claimed. Meanwhile wise horsemen will 
act oa the safe theory that it is not enough to have 
horses consigned to an American citizen when im 
ported from a foreign c*ountry< The importer should 
be able to ahow that he is also the owocr.

SIRES YODNG IN STOP SERVICE

The year 1910 was rather a lean one, so far as 1 
the production of great horses was concerned, 
('ragmiour and Black Jester were the Ixest of the 
English lot. Rock View, Horron and Cock o* the 
Walk for the I’nited SLites. Craganour was a horse 
of tremendous siieed. but a non-stayer. I saw him 
as a two-year-old Avin at Newmarket and lose at 
Goodwood, a rather lump-shouldered, slack-loined 
bay, with perfect action, however. I don’t envy 
.\rgeatina her bargain. Black Jester is top-heavy 
Kclii»se and last wrason somewhat tarnished his 
heaply earned Leger reiuitation, and his stud suc- 
•ess is decidedly uncertain. Horron. a good, thougli 
ill-starred rac«*r, the best of the McGees, is bred 
Eclipse to Eclipse, but <*omes of the famous Mag- 
nolia line, so full of Herod blood, and his grandam. 
Elsie L. . is a daugliter of the Herod I’rince Royal, 
ml Horron holds a reasonable Hiance of success as 
as stallion. As for Cock o* the Walk, he is a 
lueinlxer of the famous Maria West line, by l*ecp 
o’Day, but, for the life of me. I cannot see where 
he is destined for mm h stud success. 

R«x*k View. ho»V(*ver. is bred to succeed, a son 
of the overwhelmingly t<»p-heavy Eclipse horse Rock 
Sand. U(M‘k View’s dam. Golden View, is sister, 
by Hastings, to P’air Clay, which we know is of 
Maiiehem deseent. Golden View’s dam is imported 
Fairy Gold, by Bend Or. dam Herod, from Dame 
Mashain, by Galliard. dam Ilerml again, from 
i’anline from that great biAKidinare sire Hermit, 
dam double llenKl. and so to L*idy Mashnm, dam 
of I’eter and Timothy, by P.rother to Strafford, son 
of Young Melbourne (Matcheiu). Tliis is t!ie famous 
Maid of Masham family, and Rock View’s stud 
success seems assured. 

Nineteen hundred and nine w’as another off year. 
Tagiilie won the One Thousand Guineas and Derby, 
but disgraced herself in the Oaks, and was no sort 
of use to Stedfast and Prince Palatine in the 
Eclipse Stakes at Sandown. Outside of the half- 
fit Tracery. I suppose it was about as poor a field 
as ever faced the starter for the Derby. Tagalie, 
however, an Eclipse to Herod bred filly, was the 
besl.of.a bad bund and scored once since for the 
approved plan of mating. j 

Mr. Belmont’s Tracery made amends for his 
Derby defeat by taking the St. Leger and. as a 
four-year-old, won the 10,000 sovereigns Eclipse 
Stakes, but ran afoul of a maniac when running 
forwardly for the Ascot Gold Cup. Certain to 
have won, as was said afterwards, but horses are 
never certain of victory when some accident oc- 
•iirs and, I for one, have small idea that Mr. Bel- 
mont’s horse would have gained the verdict over 
any such smasher as I know Prince Palatine to 
have been. Like father like son. Rock Sand was 
a wonder until he took on Ard Patrick and Sceptre. 
Tnu*«*ry later along rat!u*r liesmirched an otherwise 
g4M>d reputation b.v p<*nnitting Cantilever to beat 
him for the Jockey Ciuh Stakes and I incline to the 
opinion that Tracery’s best course was one and 
one-quarter miles or thcre.abouts. Tracery stood 
last year at a 400 guinea fee — a rather exhorbi- 
taat charge and, taking everything into considera- 
tion, this charge is sure to be reduced, for Tracery 
will require the most careful mating if success 
as a stallion is to come his way. Rock Sand is 
all Eclipse, as is Orme’s daughter. Topiary. Here, 
however, the Gnlopin strain is well mixed with 
the St. Simon of Rock Sand. Plaisanterie, a great 
race mare, is by Welling tonla, tail male descent 
of Orlando, another strain more Eclipse, by W’ay of 
Poetess, daughter of Trocadero. If 1'ract‘ry were 
now doing stud duty in France, where he would 
have aceess to some of those mares of Herod 
descent, 1 should entertain more hopes of him as 
a sire. 

Perhaps The Manag'r was the best of the native 
born — his autumn form was distinctly good. Son 
of an imported horse out of a native-bred mare, of 
the Maria-West line, the famil.v is full of Ueroil 
blood and Vot»»r supplies the Matchem leaven. The 
Kentucky Derby winner Worth, since dead, was 
breil Eclipse to Herod. Free I^nce, winner of 
l.atonia’s big event, is by an imported horsi? out 
of a native mare, but I do not look for any stud 
suc<*ess here. 

Ill 190S three reall.v good horses first saw the 
light. Tliey wen* Sunstar, Prince Palatine and 
Stedfast. Tlie first two werf- something quite out 
of the onlinary and the latter had twelve stniight 
victories to his credit, and only a Prince Palatine 
could take liis nnmlier down. 

Snnst:ir. half hnxtlicr by Siindridge to the Oaks 
winner Princess Itorrie, was one of the reall.v great 
horses foaled in recent years. Sunstar won the 
Dcrb.v practically on three legs, and just think <»f 
the field he had lH*Iiind him. Stedfast was a verit- 
able flyer and Sunstar was the only one of the 
field engaged bred on the Eclipse to Herod plan of 
mating. Stallion honors have <*ome quickly to Sun- 
star and I was deligiited to hear of Mr. Macomber’s 
extensive purchases of Sunstar sto<*k, which, if 
only given time enough to lM*come thoroughly accli- 
matized an* lertaiii as anything to enhance this 
sire’s reputation. 

Prince Palatine, admittedly a great race horse, 
thougli he dill not rijien so earl.v as Sunstar, was 
••good” at St. Leger time and lx*tter still the fol- 
lowing year. whc*a he won the Ascot Gold Cup run- 
ning away. The Prince must have been an awful 
liorse to beat Stedfast, the way the race was run. 
at his own distance, in the Sandown I’ark Eclipse 
Stakes. Persimmon, Prinee Palatine’s sire, is full of 
HenxI and Matchem blood. Lady Lightfoot, the 
dam, is by Isinglass, all Eclipse, but this is offset 
by tlie Ilcnxl of Aj'rshire and the Heroil of Foot- 
lights. by Cremorne. The stud success of membt'rs 
of tills I’araffiu branch of the No. 1 family does 
not compai-e with the success of its members as 
race horses. This must be attributed to lack of 
Herod and Matchem blood. Ladas and Cicero well 
illustrate this pidiit. Oa the other hand. Prince 
Palatine is bred to accomplish big things. His 
Herod strains by way of Ion, Flying Dutchman and 
Cremorne will save him from mediocrit.v. 

As for Stedfast. a gigantic, cow-backed chestnut 
of most kindly disiwsition, the first foal his sire 
Chaucer ever got, he assuredly Avas a flyer over 
his best course, Avliicli 1 take to be one and one- 
quarter miles. Twelve times did Stedfast go to 
the bat before be met defeat at the hands of 
Prince Palatine. Perhai>s Maher was a bit over- 
confident, any A\’«y the style in which he dashed 
up to and passed the Derby A^inner Tagalie Avas 
most convincing, and at the end Prince Palatine 
only did him by a short head, and that is the 
finest finish during a somewhat varied turf ex- 
perience, I have cA*er seen. Stedfast is bred Eclipse 
to Eclipse, his sire, Chaucer, though is well forti- 
fied with Herod aud Matchem through Wild Day- 
rell. Cowl and Melbourne. Stedfast’s grandam is 
by Muncaster, Aivhose dam, Windermere, was by 
MacarooL The next ihuu U by Hermit, double

Herod on the dam’s side, then comes Pelion by 
Ion (Herod), and so to the Oaks’ Aviiiner Cymba 
by Mellxuirne. Stedfast should sire much s]x*ed and 
may lx* gixxd ones as well if Heroil and Mateliem 
are found close up in bis mates. Mares of tlie 
Hanover or Ix* Sancy lines should suit him admir- 
ably. 

SAA-ynford was the best of those foaled in 1907. 
Thougli beaten in the Derby, Swynford came into 
his own at lloncaster, proving too much for his 
old antagonist Lemberg, and, as a four-year-old, 
decisivel.v asserted his Kuix?riority, Swynford’s sire, 
John O’Gaiint, is probably the lx*st of the offspring 
of La Fleche. but thunderstorm or no thundor- 
stonn, John O’Gannt, had be bet*n a first-class 
horse, must IniA’e Ix'uten St. Amant for the Derby 
of 1904. John O’Gaunt is another top-heav.v Eclipse 
Ihiglishinan. Canterbury Pilgrim. Swynford’s dam. 
however, is bred on distinctly feminine lines, her 
sire, Tristan, Avas, by Hermit, and Tristan sixm runs 
to Queen Mary. Canterbury Pilgrim’s dam, I’ilgrim- 
age, was by The Palmer, Avhose dam, Madame 
Eglentinc, Avas by Cowl (Herod), and the next dam, 
Ixidy Ainlley, Avas a daughter of Wild Dayrell 
(Herod), from Secret by Melbourne (Matcliein). 
and 1 slioiild say that the jimspects of Swynford, 
as .1 sire, are decidedly encouraging. 

Them? were foaled A. I). 1900: Baj'nrdo. Sir 

Martin. Fitz llerlx*rt and Maskotte. Bayardo did 
not win tin* Derby, but he did win the St, IjCger 
and Ascot Cup. Maskette Avon the Futurity from 
Sir Martin, but the colt had his revenge in the 
Flatbush— and Fitz HerlK*rt was the lK*st runner on 
the American turf of his day and time. Bayardo’s 
first Avinning essay came ulioiit in the New Stakes 
at Ascot, not b.v any means a taking colt, sharp- 
eyed and peevish looking, not one at all times to 
he relied on. he could go wdien in the humor. 
Bayardo’s sire. Bay Ronald was, I am inclined to 
think, though not the best racer, the best stock 
Jiorse his sire, Hampton, ever got. Mcdonald 

II. was a big feather in his cap, as were Bay- 
ardo and Dark Ronald. Ayrshi{>e got no colts *so 

.good as these. Bay Ronald’s dam vv’ae Black 

Duchess, by Galliard, hence W?f get the Macaroni 
touch. Bayardo’s dam, Galicia, was by Galopiii 

and Galopin’s dam was Flying Duchess, by Fly- 
ing Dutchman (Herod). Back of this but little 
Herod or Matchem is to be found until we get 
right away down to Blink Bonny and Queen Mary. 
It is on account of his want of outside strains that 
I am apprehensive of Bu^'urdo’s future as a stud 
hui*se. 

Sir Martin must be written down, despite his 
Futurity defeat, as the bt*st American two-year- 
old of 1908. Sir Martin is bred Matchem to 
Herod. Ogden, his sire, though of Matchem descent 
in the male line, is strongly inbred to Eclipse in 
the other lines of his pedigree, or mares po.ssess- 
ing Herod blood close up. Herod mares are tlie 
logical mates for him. This works out in practice 
as well as in theory. Ogden’s best. Sir Martin, 
Star Jasmine, The Finn, I.^idy Bedford and Gil- 
lies are all bred on this plan, a point which must 
not be overlooked and is worthy of most careful 
c-ons idem t ion by those avIio wish to reap any ad- 
vantage from the blending of the three great lines. 

Maskette in her two-year-old days was a power- 
ful. robust, bold going brown filly, endowed with 
marvelous speed, but when the pinch came, like 
others of her tribe, she was inclined to cut it. I 
Maskette is bred Eclipse to Herod and aii.v lack of 
garaeness on her part must not be attributed to her 
dam, but rather to her sire. The man in the best 
ixisition of all to really know oma* told me that 
Maskette’s sire was not alwa.vs to be trusted to do 
his best. Maskette, however, should have something 
first class, for she comes of the Beeswing branch of 
the No. 8 family. 

Fitz Herbert, a re.al good horse, handsome as 
paint, a fine stayer and a well-bred one to Ixxxt. 
Fitz Ilerlx‘rt’8 sire, Ethelbert. is bred Eclipse to 
Herod, and l:is dam. Morganatic, is Eclipse, by 
Enquirer’s son. Einpi?ror, of course. There is plenty 
of Glencoe here and Morganatic’s dam Avas Ixissie, 
by the famous Frenchman. Mortemer (Herod). 
Next I'Oines Wyandotte, b.v Ijeamington, and so on 
down to the Tub mare imported nearly 150 years 
ago. Much of the exoellenee of Fitz Herlx*rt may 
lx* ascrilx*d to his dash of Mortemer. Durbar II., 
Delhi, Stalwart are cases in point: in fact, auytiiing 
sliowiiig a dash of Mortemer is well worth Avhile. 
The Mortemer in Fitz Herlx*rt is ably seconded by 
the Herod of .Maori, dam of his sire Ethellx*rt. 
Maori runs Kick via I’oulet, I’eut Etre ami Ventn* 
St. Gris to Queen Mar.v’s sin*. Gladiator, and I see 
no reason why Fitz Herlx*rt should not sire race 
horses. 

The year 190.% is made memorable, in this coun- 
try, as tin* birtli .A'ear of the unlx*aten Colin. (Vlt 
was also fuuh‘d in 190%. as Avere Fair Flay and Your 
Majesty, Dark Ronald, Signorinetta and Rhoiluni 
abroad. 

As Ave shall see later, Colin’s sire. Commando, 
was bred to get runners out of almost anything, 
esix'cially out of high-bred English Ecli|>se mures. 
This is no hind siglit prophesy. I wrote of this lie- 
fore any of Cuiiimaiidu’s get had faeed tlie starter. 
Tlie dams of Colin, Celt, I’eter I’an, Sup<‘rm:in. 
Peter ()uiiice. etc.. Avere all of tliem inqiortcd. 
I’ustorelle, Colin’s dam. is mucli inbred to Eelipse 
ami is a daughter of Springfield, double Eclipse, 
from Grisolda, by Strathconan (Eclip.se), from Per- 
severance, by Voltigeur (Eclipse). 1 know tiiat 
Colin was a marvelously giKxl two-year-old. ix‘rliaps 
the Ix'st I have cAcr seen race, ami 1 also know that 
Dorante. a fair hamlicapp«*r level weights, was right 
atop of Colin in the om* and a quarter mile Tidal 
Stakes at Sheepshead .Bay as a threi* -year-old. 
('olin raced no more in this country and it was a 
great di.sappointmeut that he failed to stand a 
preparation in England. A run against the pick of 
the English brigade aaouM have been worth going 
inan.v miles to see, and all of us would now be in 
lx?ttor iMxsition to judge of Colin’s true merits as a 
race horee. Coliii made a couple of sea.sons in Eng- 
land lx*fore being returned to this country. Six 
living foals resulted from his first year’s service 
aud be was put to fourteen mares the se<*ond year. 
A number of these must have prodm*ed living foals. 
Philip China brought back a couple of them in 1914, 
neither of which has as yet broken out of the 
maiden class aud I fail to find Avhere any of Colin’s 
English- foaled offspring h:iAe set the Thames on 
fire. Colin, since his return to the land of the 
Stars and Stripes, has stood for serA'ice at the 
Wickliffe Stud, so there won’t be any two -j’ear- olds 
racing by him before next year. Speedy Colin’s off- 
spring are certain to be, but it looks like tempting 
pruvideneo if his mates are chosen from the ordinary 
run of Eclipse -bred mares. However, we can do no 
mure than wait and see, alAvays bearing in mind

Baltimore. Md., April 5. — The Wooilward Han- 
dicap, which was offered as the feature of the 
Bowie card this afternoon resulted in another 
victory for G. A. Muller, when Flittergold easily 
disposed of his opix>sitiun at three-quarters. Be- 
hind the Belmont cast-off were Gloaming and 
Prc'Kumption. The race was the best contested 
of the day and the Avinner was much the best Ix*- 
iiig under a steady pull at the end. The time of 
1:13 for the distance eiiimlled the track record. 

Again small fields predominated and the races 
Avere in tlie main framed for the cheaix*r grade 
of platers. The racing however was of the inter- 
esting variety and profitable to the public, as 
tlie majority of the winners were well supported. 
The Aveathcr showed a decided improvement over 
the past feAV days, lieing warm and suiumerlike. 
'I'here was a iiotii*eable iucrease in the attendaiiee 
and speculation was brisk througlioiit the day. 

The selling race troubles broke out fresli after 
the running of the first race and resulted in Goml 
(’ounsel changing hands, the colt sold to Lewis 
Garth on his hid of $9(K). an ad\*ance of $200. 

.\ncoti had to lx* much tlie best to be returned 
the winner in the third race over Piquette, for he 
met with considerable roughing. 

The second runup of the day followed the run- 
ning of the sixth race, when IjeAvis Garth seciireil 
Dryad from A. C. Parn‘tto on his bid of $9(K), 
an advam*e of $300 over the entered price. The 
bidding was in retaliation for the loss of Candle 
from the Gartli establishment at Montreal last fall 
to Parretto, via the runup route. 

The horsemen have petitioned the Southern Mary- 
land Association for an increase in the pursi* values, 
so as to have no race for less than $500. They 
were told that just as soon as they would be more 
liberal with their entries, the raise Avould be 
granted. For the past few days the races have 
not been filling as well as was expected. There 
are horses enough on the grounds and, with the 
improved weather conditions, it is probable tlie en- 
tries will soon be more liberal.

With good weather for the 
next ten days a big advancement will be noted in 
the Derby candidates and it will then be possible 
to about state the ones that are sure to be ready 
to do their best in the big race. 

Both Heir Apparent and Colonel Vonnie, wliicli 
were let up on for a few days on account of being 
sliglitly off. are now taking their regular work 
again, but an* at present not up to training con- 
dition us compared with other Der!\v cligibles here. 
How’ever, a week more will make a vast difference 
in them and it is now thought that their slight 
let up, with go<Ml training luck from now on, will 
not prevent them from being fit to meet their en- 
gagement in the big race. 

Old Miss, which has caused some talk by her 
development with scarcely any training, and is 
owned by the Louisville turfman. Thomas M. 
Murphy, is not out of Lady Languish, ns w’as pub- 
lished last Tuesday. The latter mare is her grandam, 
her dam being a daughter of Hastings. Lady Lan- 
guish, Hamburg’s half-sister, had onl.v two fillies 
by Hastings. One of these, the dam of this filly, 
is now owned by Mr, Murphy, while Hal Price 
Headley, at Lexington, owns the sister to the dam 
of Old Miss. 

The two-year-old bay gelding, which trainer Jack 
Adkins purchased a few days ago of trainer Albert 
Simons, acting for H. P. Sviiitney, is named Cap- 
tian Candid, and is by Broomstick — Loyal, and as a 
consequence a brother to True as Steel. He is 
entered in all the principal two-year-old events on 
the Kentucky circuit tracks. This makes four 
horses this trainer now has in his care, one a 
five-year-old maiden which he shipped to Kentucky

• horses Leo Skolny and San Vega. Both the latter 
pair are looking exceedingly well this spring and

J time as his development from last year is marked. 

. Adkins has his eye on several other horses, 

■ w’hich he has in mind buying in the next few 

• weeks. He does not care to have a large racing 
string, preferring quality to numbers and, in this 

■ opinion, he is backed up by his racing partner, the 
. wealthy Canadian turfman, R. D. Mackenzie. This 

firm is embarking in the breeding business in Ken- 
tucky for the first time. Trainer Adkins thinks 
Buckhorn, the horse they have in the stnd, will

mare like Helen Barbee, may send a Derby winner 
to the races.

Fair Play, bred Matchem to Eclipse, a beautiful 
golden chestnut, is now doing stud duty at Mr. 
Belmont’s Nursery Farm. Fair Play, though only 
levcn years old, has already made «iuite a repu- 
tation for himself as a sire and was, when in 
training, returned the Avinnor of many rich stakes, 
some of them over a fair distance of ground. Fair 
Play is a decided improvement on his sire, Hast- 
ings. The get of both run, but Fair Play’s bid fair 
to outshine his parent as to class and, thanks to 
him, the Austraiian line to Matchem looks like 
holding on for a long time yet. Spendthrift, a 
Matchem -Herod bred liorse, got Hastings out of an 
imported English Eclipse bred mare. Hastings 
got Fair Play out of Fairy Gold, imported, by 
Bend Or from Dame Masham, by Galliard, which 
traces to Peter’s dam by Brother to Strafford, 
'rhis is an exceptionally fine pedigree. Daughters 
of Fair Play should in time, become noted pro- 
ducers, and some son of his must be well worth 
while for the stud. Stromboli is good, but for some 
reason Mr. Belmont chose to have him cut. 

'J'he sensation of the racing season in England 
was the victory of the outsider 8ignorinetta in the 
Derby. Signorinetta is bred Matchem to Eclipse. 
Signorina, her dam, is by St. Simon from Star of 
Postici, by Heir at I^aw, son of Newminster. It 
is remarkable how frequently this Melbourne -St. 
Simon blend results in the production of famous 
rac*ers. The same sort of affinity exists between 
Bend Or and Macaroni. In each case their best 
have been bred on this plan of mating. St. Simon 
stood in need of Matchem blood and Bend Or did 
best w’hen Herod was found close up. As yet Sig- 
norinetta has produced nothing of note. The obvious 
mate, is of course, a sire of Herod descent. The 
Tetrarch or his sire, Koi Herode, for choice. 

Richard Croker’s One Thousand Guineas winner 
Rhodora is bred Eclipse to Herod, grandam Mat- 
chem. Rhodora was never properly trained as a 
three-year-old, and fell in the Oaks and, I think, 
never won another race. However, put to any first- 
class Eclipse sire of Bend Or descent, she should 
produce something of extra merit. 

Your Majesty, son of Persimmon, was quite high 
class in his three -year- old days — a trifle slow to 
come to hand. His victory over King Edward’s 
Perrier in the 8t. James Palace Stakes will long 
be remembered and Your Majesty started off quite 
in the right way as a sire, getting the Oaks win- 
ner, Princess Dorrie, in his first season. Your 
Majesty’s pedigree shows a sufficiency of Herod 
and also the leavening Matchem by way of the 
grandam of Persimmon. Yours, dam of Your 
Majesty, is by Melton, grandam Herod. Your 
Grace was a daughter of Galliard — ^Mavis, by 
Macaroni, and the next dam. Grand Duchess, was 
by liozenge, son of 8weet Meat — Macaroni’s sire 
(Herod). 

The thoroughbred folks down in the Argentine 
have purchased many a high-priced stallion in Eng- 
land. Cyllene, Diamond Jubilee, Pietermaritzburg 
and the like, but I doubt if they ever get a better 
one than the big bay son of Persimmon. 

If it were not for climatic influence, how on earth 
could England keep her bloodstock up to standard? 
Of late years, in fact, all the time, as soon as a 
good horse is done racing he is sold off to some 
other country. It’s a wonder St. Simon did not 
share the same fate. Your Majesty expatriated to 
the Argentine, Dark Ronald carted off to some con- 
tinental nation. However, Dark Ronald remained 
in England long enough to prove that he is the best 
living male descendant of Hampton. Dark Ronald 
was a good race horse. He was not frequently 
seen under silks, but when he did put in an ap- 
pearance he made it count. His v'ictory in the 
Royal Hunt Cup was a sensational one, as was his 
effort in the Princess of Wales Stakes at Newmar- 
ket. Dark Ronald is by Bay Ronald out of Darkle, 
by Thurio, whose accepted sire is Cremorne, and 
it is to this infusion of Herod blood that I attribute 
Dark Ronald’s success at the stud. The special 
branch of the No. 9 family from which Dark Ronald 
comes has never before produced a great stallion. 
Juggler and Necromancer w’ere all well in their 
way — more especially as broodmare sires — but nei- 
ther of them got anything first-class. Yet here is 
Dark Ronald out with Son-in-Law, by odds the 
best four-year-old in England, as his victory over 
Lanius proves, and Dark Ronald is also the sire of 
Vaucleuse, winner of the One Thousand Guineas. 
There are others, too, which reflect any amount of 
credit on their sire. Bayardo, for all his opportuni- 
ties, has done nothing like so well and when it 
comes down to sires, an infusion of Herod straight 
is worth all the names of the Derby winners put 
together.
